Marconi Wireless Telegraphy of Ad- 

vantage in Localities Whére There Are 

no Wires. 

(BY PIRECT WIRF TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, July 20. — [Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Experiments recently 
made at the Marconi station at Saga- 
proneck. I.. I., by the United States 
Coast and Geodetic Survey indicate 
the value of wireless telegraphy in e- 
termining longitude. The results show 
that regularly-spaced time signals can 
be utilized for longitude determina- 
tions at greater distance than that 
obtained for verbal messages by the 
Morse code. Tests were made between 
the station and the survey schooner 
Eagle, the last intelligible message be- 
ing received on shore at a distance of 
sixty-three miles. 

On board the schooner a break-cir- 
cult chronometer was included in the 
circult of the battery, and sparking 
coll by use of suitable relays, and by 
this means each second break of the 
chronometer was automatically sent 
as a time signal and was recorded 
on the tape of the Morse recorder on 
shore. ‘The experiments were de- 
signed to show the adjustability of 
wireless telegraphy for telegraphic 
longitude determination in lacalities 
like Alaska, where there are no tele- 
graph lines or submarine cables.

NEW YORK, July 20.—Abiel Abbot 
Low, the thirty-eight-foot launch, in 
which Capt. Henry Newman, a New 
England boatman, accompanied by his 
sixteen-year-old son, sailed from Col- 
lege Point, L. I., July 9, on a voyage 
to Falmouth, Eng., was reported as 
having been spoken by two vessels 
which reached this port today.

Mackay still retained a controlling 
interest in several of the largest of the 
Comstock mines, from which he first 
drew his great fortune in bonanza 
days twenty-five years ago. These 
were the Consolidated California, Vir- 
ginia, Ophir and Mexican. The shares 
are now very low, Ophir selling at 
$1.50, and Con. Virginia at $1.35. For 
several years the mines have produced 
fairly good ore, and dividends coula 
have been paid, but the quarterly as- 
sessments levied regularly were more 
profitable than working the mines. Re- 
cently Mackay had made arrange- 
ments to pump out Con. Virginia, ana 
three $50,000 electric pumps are to be 
installed this week. It is hoped that 
when the water is ovt of the 2500-foot 
level, good ore may be found, Un- 
less something is done to make these 
mines dividend-producers, the San 
Francisco Mining Stock Exchange will 
close next May, as the present business 
does not justify the brokers’ attend- 


THE BIG WHEAT DEAL. 
Mackay for the past ten years has 
made regular yearly visits te Call- 
fornia to personally look after his 
large property interests. He was not 


here when his old partner Flood 
was inveigied into trying to 
corner the wheat of the world, 
and dropped over $10,000,000 in 


the attempt. The failure of this wheat 
deal nearly wrecked the Nevada Bank, 
in which Flood, Fair and Mackay 
were chief stockholders. Fair came to 
the rescue promptly, but Mackay was 
hugely disgusted over the loss, and 
this probably induced him to withdraw 
from the bank soon after. Now none of 
this original bonanza capita! is in the 


bank. | 
SHOT BY RIPPEY. ° 

Mackay had some unpleasant incl 
dents in several of his visits to the 
Coast. In 1893 he was shot and dan- 
gerously wounded by William C. Rip- 
pey, a cfank who had lost money in 
mining stocks, and held Mackay per- 
sonally responsible. Mackay pulled 
through all right, but soon after he 
was attacked with appendicitis, and 
came very near to death. Two doctors 
who attended him sent in bills, one for 
$7500, and the other for $5000. Mackay 
thought these excessive, and the case 
came into the courts, but the doctors 
never allowed it to be tried, settling 
for $8000 to be divided between them. 

NEWS OF DEATH. 

The news of Mackay'’s death dit 
not come as a surprise to most of his 
friends, as on his last visit, his falling 
strength was noticeable. Up to last 
year his walk was springy, and he 
seemed to have all the vigor of a man 
of 40, but the financial worrles over 
the cable and other big ventures in 
which he was involved, appeared to 
wear on him, and all those who met 
him when he was here last fall re- 
marked on the siowness of his move- 
ments and the heaviness of his walk. 
In fact, he moved as though he 
needed to take great care where he 
stepped, a peculiarity that also marked 
the last days of Senator Stanford. 

The news of death reached here 
about 2 o'clock, and was promptly bul- 
letined. It was the one subject of 
comment at the clubs and around the 
hotels, and at all places of public re- 
sort, and the general expression of re- 
gret was very marked. Of all the 
bonanza millionaires, Mackay was the 
only one who could be called popular. 
Flood was very schemy, and was well 
known only by a small circle of inti- 
mate friends. Fair was trusted by no 
one, not even by his friends, and when 
he died, hired servants were the only 
ones at his bedside. Mackay was a 
practical miner, who worked with his 
hands long after he was rich, and the 


miners in his employ always went to 
him with. grievances, sure of a fair 


hearing. All the old miners in the 
Comstock called him John,“ even 
after he was a millionaire. 

He hated all notoriety, and all sub- 
servience because of his wealth. He 
was a very easy man to see, but very 
hard to interview. as he detested all 
publicity, which is the breath in the 
nostrils of so many rich men. 

Among hie California possessions 
were the Nevada Mock, worth 3500, 
000; Grand Operahouse, worth $100,000; 
southeast corner of Market and 
Fourth streets, worth $400,000; 3000 
acres on the Eel River, Humboldt 
county, and several thousand acres in 
Nevada.

His errand was not to attend the coro- 
nation, but to complete arrangements 
for laying a direct cable to the Philip- 
pines. Last Wednesday a dispatch 
from London reported Mackay was con- 
fined to his home in Carlton House Ter- 
race, because of prostration by the 
heat, and that there was nothing se- 
rious in his condition. Next day an- 
other dispatch said that he had an at- 
tack of congestion of the lungs.

THE IMMIGRATION RECORD. 
From 1821 to 1890. 

Without intending it or hinting at it. 
census bulictin which has just been 

mt out from Washington tells, in 

d outline, the story of the greatest 
migration which ever took place in the 
world’s history, says the St. Louis 
Gilobe-Democrat. A table of fi in 
that document, arranged by detades, 
Shows that the immigration in the 
(United States from 1821 to the census 
year 1900 was slightly in excess of 15, 
000,000. Those eighty yenrs cover the 
entire period since Official statistics of 
American immigration began to be 
collected. Every country under the 
sun figures in this movement. Ger- 
many has contributed more than any 
ether single nation, sending from 1821 
to 1900 a little over 5,000,000 rrous to 
the United States.

shifting of families, clans, tribes and 
peoples from one location to another 
has Leen under way since the earliest 
ages of the world. The changes in 
modes of life, from the hunting to the 
crazing, and from these to Agricultural, 
to the manufacturing and to the com- 
mercial, have necessitated the ex- 
pansion or the ciffusion of peoples to 
take up unoccupied territory. Other 
movements have been caused by a de- 
sire to seize territory already in the 
hands of more prosperous, though 
weaker races. This was the principal 
cause of the migrations of the Ger- 
manic tribes into the Roman empire 
in the last century of that regime's 
existence and in the first century aft- 
erward, In the case of some of these 
tribes’ movements. especially that of 
the Ostrogoths and Visgoths, who 
— pushed onward by the Huns, the 
impelling cause was ure from be- 
hind by wilder and more powerful 


races. 

But the migration to America in the 
past elghty years, and, in fact, from 
the establishment of Capt. John 
Smith's and John Carver's and iles 
Standish’s Virginia and New England 
colonies, not far from three centuries 
ago, has differed not only in the dis- 
tances traversed, in the physical ob- 
stacles surmounted and in the num- 
ber of persons involved, but it has dif- 
ered Avidely in the manner in which 
t has operated and in the results 
which have been achieved. The Goths, 
the Vandals, the Franke, the Alle- 
mann, the Suevi and the rest of the 
Germanic tribes which passed into the 
confines of the Roman empire and cc- 
cupied the present Italy, France, 
Spain and the other countries west of 
the Rhine, after conquering the na- 
tives, were eventually absorbed, and 
adopted the religion, the language 
(with many modifications) and the 
ingtitutions (also with some modifica- 
tions) of the vanquished peoples. 
The Englishmen, Irishmen, Germans, 
Scandinavians and other races, how- 
ever, who crossed to the present 
United States, and who found a bar- 
ba rous, but exceedingly warlike race 
already on the soll, not only did not 
amalgamate with them, but slew 
them. swept them aside and eventually 
cooped them up in reservations, and 
establiched a civilization and institu- 
tions of which the aboriginal inhabi- 
tants never dreamed, and of which 
they ‘were incapable. The only mem- 
orable parallel to this migration in 
this particular was that of the trans- 
fer of the Jutes, the Saxons and the 
Angies to England a dosen centuries 
before the establishment of the James- 
town colony, their extirpation of the 
Britons, and their planting of a new 
and distinct order on the ground oc- 
cupied by the former occupants, but, 
of course, in the distance traversed, 
in the vastness of the territory won 
and in the number Involved, 
the American case has been immeas- 
urably more striking then was ihe 
English episode. 


NICKEL AND COBALT. 
Productien and Distribution. 


Dr. Joseph Hyde Pratt, writing on 
nickel, cobalt, fluorspar and cryolite 
for 1901, says that the two principal 
sources of nickel are the nickeliferous 
pyrrhotite, the most widely spread of 
the nickel ores, and genthite, especially 
the garnierite variety. In this coun- 
try the domestic product of nickel has 
been as a by-product from the lead 
ore of Mine Lamotte in Missouri, since 
the shutting down of the Gap nickel 
mine in Lancaster county, Pa., about 
ten years ago. This mine was worked 
from about 1863 to 1880, when work 
was discontinued because of the abun- 
dant suppjy of nickel matte from Can- 
ada. Traces and small amounts of the 
nickel minerals, genthite and gar- 
nierite, have been found in North 
Carolina, but not in commercially suf- 
ficient quantities, though a deposit of 
nickel ore averaging 15 per cent. 
nickel is reported near Morgantown, 
Burke county, Similar occurrences 
of nickel silicate are found in 
Oregon, where the percentage of 
nickel ore is much greater than 
in the North Carolina minerais. The 
Oregon deposits are on Piney Moun- 
tain, in Douglas county, about three 
miles. a little north of west from Rid- 
dies, a station on the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad, and a high-grade co- 
bait ore deposit is being developed 
in the eastern part of the State. 

Nickel ore is reported to occur in 
some quantity at the Congress mine, 
in Upper Nine-Mile section, about 
fourteen miles north of Keller, Ferry 
county, Wash. This section was for- 
meriy worked for copper and gold, but 
was abandoned. In the latter part of 
1901 the claims were ugain taken up, 


and are now being developed for 
nickel. 

The Wyoming nickel ores, near 
Sheridan, Sheridan county, do not 


seem to contain nickel in commercial 
quantity: at Piney Creek also nickel 
ore is reported. Near the northern 
border of Churchill county, in Cot- 
tonweod Cafion, about forty-five miles 
from Lovelock, Humboldt county, 
deposits of niccolite and gers. 
dorffite have been prospected as nickel 
ores, and deposits have ao been re- 
ported at ‘Bunkerville, Lincoln county, 
and near Candelaria. Esmeralda 
county». They have not yet been pro- 
ducers of nickel ores. It ts reported 
that the Magnetic mine, near Tucson, 
Ariz.. contains nickel ores in quan- 
tity and that they are now being in- 
veatiaated by eastern capitalists. 
Nickel ores are reported also as found 
on Spring Creek. in the Black Hills. 
& DP. about eleven miles northwest 
of Custer, and at the St. Joe mine, 
Riackbird. Lembi county. Idaho. 

A recent discovery of nickeliferous 
prrrhotite is reported near the head 
ef Soul Arm near Ketchikan, in 
Southeastern Alaska where the ore 
is stated to be in two parallel veins. 
Neariv all the nickel used in the 
Tnited States is obtained from the 
mires in the Sudbury district. Can.. 
which produces probably one-half of 
the nickel used in the world. The 
other chief sources of nickel are the 
mines of New Caledonta, in the Pacific 
Ocean. and of Seri. Austria. Nickel 
Aenosits are beine developed satisfac- 
tertly near Hangesund. in Norway. 
and a supposed extensive deposit of 
nickel base been discovered on the 
headwatere of Tulameen River, Brit- 
ish Cumbia.

amount of nickel produced from matte 
and ore imported into the 

States was 106.497.0897 pounds, worth 
between $5,000,000 and $6,000,000. There 
was a decided increase in the produc- 
tion of nickel from New Caledonia 
ores in 1901. The price of nickel oxide 
has been about 5 cent lower per 
pound than the metal, while the cobalt 
oxide has been sold at $2.20 a pound.

SEVERAL INDUSTRIAL ITEMS. 
Peat in the United States, 1901. 
The occurrence and uses of peat are 
described by Heinrich Ries in Mineral 
Resources of the United States, ‘1901, 
now in press. Peat is most commonly 
formed from a moses, which thrives in 
moist, north temperate climates. There 
are probably, says Mr. Ries, no large 
areas of peat in the United States 
nal to those found in Ireland and 
Northern Germany, but many small! 
deposits exist, some of which may 
cover several hundred acres. Except 
in the case of those close to the Cana- 
dian border, most of these peat deposits 
are probably rather high in ash or min- 
eral matter. These impure peats or 
muck make a very rich soil. The peat 
is at times underlain by marl. or in 

rarer instances by bog iron ore. 

The best known use of pure, or nearly 
pure, peat is a fuel, but with wood and 
cecal so cheap no successful attempts 
have been made in the Unite@ States 
to u for this purpose. Peut can 
also be used in the manufacture of 
gas, alcohol and charcoal. On account 
of its fibrcue character it can even be 
successfully worked into paper, cloth 
or rope. The part!y decom moss 
has valuable antiseptic properties, and 
under the name of mosslitter“ ts sold 

nde in stables. The growinc 
moss m also used as packing materiell. 
It is in the three last-mentioned appli- 
cations that the successful use of 
American peat is probably to be looked 
for. Curtously enough. peat for pack- 
irg purposes is sent from Holland to 
the United States, where it is used for 
packing American wines, which are 
then exported to Europe. peat 
industry of the United States seems as 
yet not to have gotten beyond the ex- 
perimental stage. 

Many scattered deposits of peat are 
found in New England, and peat, more 
or less impure, is found in New York 
and New Jersey, and also in the Dis- 
mal Swamp of Virginia and North Car- 
Alina. In Ohio there is little true peat, 
but there are many large Ss and 
muck bogs, valuable agriculturally, 
along the northern border of the State, 
from Ashtabula to Hancock counties. 
In Northern Indiana, in like manner, 
there are the peat deposits from Noble 
across to Lake counties: and in the 
northern, northeastern and central por- 
tions of Illinois peat is said to be 
fairly abundant, large deposits occur- 
ring also in the Green River Valley on 
the west. and in Union, Alexander, 
Jackson and other southern counties. 
Michigan has many beds of peat. as 
might be expected in a region where 
giacier lakes are so abundant. Experi- 
ments are being made at Fenton, Gene- 
see county, to test the possible value af 


this material for cement burning. 
There ig an abundance of t also in 
Wiscon . large areas being Rnown in 


Wood, Portage. Jackson and Juneau 
eGunties. There is an abundance of 
peat in Minnesota, but little is known 
concerning it. Much peat is found 
Alao in Southern Iowa. but ts not used 
for fuel. and very little thought of it 
for fertilizing purposes. Mr. Ries closes 
his report with a list of general works 
and special papers dealing with peat. 


Production of Fiuorspar. 


Fiuorspar, or fluorite, is generaily 
found in veins in limestones, sand- 
stones, mica siate, clay slate and 
gneiss. Although widely distributed, 
this mineral has been found in com- 
mercial quantities in but few localities 
in the United States. Untii 1898 the 
only source of fluorspar in the United 
States was the mines in Hardin and 
Polk counties, Southern Illinois. The 
same general geological formation ex- 
tends over to Western Kentucky, an! 
in 1898 deposits of fluorspar were dis- 
covered around Salem. Livingston 
county, and Marion, Crittenden county. 
Ky. A small amount of flucrspar is 
also obtainéd from Caldweli county. 
Ky. In a number of cases by-products 
are obtained. 48 galena and as zinc 
carbonate. Fluorspar deposits have ro- 
cently been discovered in Smith, Wi- 


son and Trousdale counties, Tenn. In 
the vicinity of Dome. Yuma county. 
Aris, fluorepar occurs abendeantiy. If 


the demand for the use of fluorepar for 
smelting purpores increases there will 
be a market for these Arizona depos- 
ite. Formerly the chief use of fivor- 
spar was in the preparation of hydro- 
fluoric acid, but only a smal! amount i« 
now used for this purpose. e use 
of fluorepar in the manufacture of 
opalescent glass is increasing. By far 


the greatest use of fluorspar is as a 


flux for tron.*in which use many sdvan- 
are claimed for ft. and it rap- 
idly superseding limestone. Filvuorspsr 
can be wsed to advantage, probably. in 
copper smelting and in reducing manv 
other metals. The total production of 
fluorenar in 1% was 19.586 short tons, 
at $113.893, ae compared. with 
18.450 tons, valued at $94.509 in 1990.

The decline from 1,064,000 tons in 1 
to 1,004,000 tons in 1895, shows the first 
effects of the war that began in the 
latter year. In 1896 the production 
was considerably less than one-fourth 
as large as in 1895, and in 1897 it was 
but little more than one-fifth as 
large as in 188.. The figures for 1901 
show that, in spite of the unfavorable 
conditions due to the competition of 
beet sugar, peace and order are hav- 
ing their effect in restoring the sugar 
industry of Cuba. The world's BD ne 
duction of sugar in 1840 is stat in 
round numbers at 1,150,000 tons, of 
which 1,100,000 tons were from cane, 
and only 50,000 tons from beets. For 
1901-02 the total production is esti- 
mated at 10,792,754 tons, of which 7. 
043,126 tons were beet and only 3,749,- 
630 tons cane sugar. In 1894 the pro- 
duction of cane sugar in Cuba alone 
lacked but 96,0060 tons of being equal 
to the world's production of both 
cane and beet sugar in 1840, but of 
the present enormous output, the 
Cuban maximum of 1,054,000 tons, pro- 
duced in 1894, would form less than 9.8 
per cent. This maximum may, how- 
ever, under favorable conditions, soon 
be exceeded, and, if the production of 
European beet r ceases to re- 
celve the artificial stimulus to which 
its enormous increase has been partly 
due, the Cuban contribution to the 
world’s total may in the near future 
assume considerably increased propor- 
tions.

Mighty the Story. 

An official report shows that 724,000 
tons of sugar were manufactured in 
Cuba between January 1 and June 1. 
238,000 tonsa of which were shipped 
from the island. The remainder is 
being held to await the result of the 
movement to secure reciprocity with 
the United States. 

American locomotives for Russian 
rallways are recommended by the Rus- 
sian vernment Railways Advisory 
Board. The twenty-four locomotives 
lately built for the Central Russian 
Railway, at the Charkoff Works, in 
Russia, have been condemned as 
practically useless. The contract pro- 
vided for a speed limit of fifty miles 
per hour; but the maximum s ob- 
tained was eighteen miles. As A con- 
sequence the board referred to is re- 
ported as having decided to purchase 
all locomotives abroad, as was for- 
merly the practice. The Baldwin 
Locomotive Works alone has shipped 
419 locomotives to that country, in- 
cluding all types. 

According to the Nautical Gazette, 
the Monongahela Riwer ranks third 
in the amount of tonnage handled on 
rivers of the United tates. Its great 
importance as a treight-carrying 
stream was vividly brought out re- 
cently by Chairman T, P. Burton of 
the Rivers and Harbors Committee of 
Congress, while on a visit to Cincin- 
nati The Monongahela River kur- 
nishes 50 per cent. of the tonnage that 
ia carried on the Ohio River. The 
total tonnage of the Monongahela River 
for the calendar rr ending Decem- 
ber 31 last, was 8,800,177 tons, and of 
this amount 7,495,480 tons was coal. If 
this coal had all been loaded into coal 
boats, it would have taken 7495 craft 
to have transported tt. The Ohto 
River last year carried 18,000,000 tonsa. 
The ‘mpression has gone abroad 
the. output of coal in the Monongahela 
Valley last year was the greatest in 
the history of the commerce of that 
stream. This is a mistake. There 
have been other years when the out- 
put of coal was considerably greater. 
The remaining tonnage of the stream, 
besides coal, included iron and steel 
products, merchandise, lumber. bulld- 
ing materials and numerous other 
products. More freight originates in 
the Monongahela Valley. when the aise 
of the stream is considered, than on 
any other stream of equal size in the 
world. 

Recently two remarkable railway 
runs were made. One of them was 
made on May 8&8 by an east-bound 
through express train on the Pennsy!l- 
vania Railroad. The train left Har- 
risburg. Pa., 58 minutes late, on its 
way to New York; to make up this 
time it covered the distances of 126 
miles to Morristown, N. J., in 125 
minutes, at an average speed of sixty 
miles per hour maintained for over 
two hours. The train was made up of 
engine No. 1968 hauling one combina- 
tion car, one day coach and four Pull- 
mans. other run, while a better 
performance in itself. was made by a 
light, special train for the particular 
purpose of making a long-distance 
high-speed run. The train consisted of 
a new engine of the Marshall type. 
hauling one day coach and two pri- 
vate cars. The route was from Buf- 
falo, N. T., to Cleveland, O., over the 
tracks of the New York Central & 
Hudson River Railroad and the Lake 
Shore 4 Michigan Southern Railway. 
The distance of 183 miles between 
Buffalo and Cleveland was covered in 
180 minutes; in other words, an aver- 
age speed of over sixty miles per hour 
was maintained for three consecutive 
hours, while some portions of the route 
were doubtless covered at very much 
higher rates of speed. It Is said the 
trip was made with the object of test- 
ing the practicability of running a 
daily eighteen-hour train between New 
York and Chicago; the present stan- 
dard time of through passenger 
trains between these cities Is twenty- 
eight hours.

told how the latter called one day at 
the house of his old doctor, and found 
that worthy dead and gone, but the 
son reigning in his stead. When 
Rhodes stated that he had called to 
see the young man's father, who had 
once attended him, and explained how 
the case stood, he was hardly sur- 
prised to be shown a book containing 
the late doctor's “notes on cases,” 
wherein, opposite his own name, ran 
the words, “Cannot live more than six 
months.”
